Toronto, Aug. 2.—The Toronto 
Humane Society recently brought a 
test case against George Simpson, 
farmer, of Hillsburg, to Prevent the 
shipment of injured animais to To- 
ronto abbatoirs. It appeared that a 
cow, after lying in a field for two 
days with a broken leg. was taken 
to a freight car on a storeboat, and 
shipped to Toronto for slaughtering.

“The Humane Society wishes it 
settled that {t is. a criminal offense 
to ship a mutilated animal in order 
to gain profit and avoid proper treat- 
ment by a veterinary surgeon,” de- 
clared Inspector Ballingall on his re- 
tura from Hillsburg. Fletcher Kerr,

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These figures were picked at random from among those compiled by 
the Ministry of Education for the whole Republic. They are instructive 
in view of the fact that the localities enumerated are separated from one 
another by great distances. Poorly developed regions, like Sinkiang, in 
the extreme northwest, and Jehol, formerly the Manchu Emperors’ hunting 
district, northeast of Peking,*show results such as might be expected. 
Complete figures for more recent years are not available, but a steady in- 
trease has been maintained. Thus the total number of students in 1914 
was, in round numbers, 3,500,000 and that for 1917, 4,000,000. The to- 
tal number of schools and colleges in 1914 was 108,000 which in 1917 had 
increased to 120,000. 

In other words, female education is becoming more and more popu- 
lar, and the example set by patriotic women educators has done not a little 
towards enlisting general support in this direction. A decade ago a vice- 
roy of Wuchang, Hupeh Province, requested the Manchu Throne to dec- 
orate Mrs. Hu, “who has contributed-the sum of 50,000 taels toward the 
educational expenses of the Hupeh Provincial Government, thus giving 
relief ‘to the financial strain in the management of the various govern- 
ment schools which would have been closed down but for this munificent 
contribution.”

“Sir Norman Moore speaks of 
seven great men who have added to

venerable canon regular of the Or- 
der of St. Augustine, since, by his 
regulation of the relations of the 
Hospital and the Priory, he gave to 
the former that independence which 
enabled it to weather the storm of 
d{spossession which raged in the 
reign of King Henry VIII.” The 
third was Alexander of Smithfield, 
a century scribe, whose fine vellum 
unfading Ink and beautiful hand- 
writing preserved so much of the 
social history of his, time. Johr 
Cook, a brother of the hospital, wrote 
its cartulary, and so preserved most 
of its hfstory up to the end of the 
reign of Henry VI. The famous Dr. 
Jobn Caius was a.tenant in the hos- 
pital, and had profound influence 
on it as president of the College of 
Physicians.

“General Ross, M.LA., for King- 
ston, is a man of high standing. 
When he says the conditions at 
Kingston penitentiary are disgrace- 
ful it is time for tHe Dominion gor-| 
ernment to act. The prison methods, 
at least, are antiquated,’ and it may 
be that the greater part of the con- 
victs should be at work on the land 
instead of being cooped up in cages 
like wild beasts at menagerie. 

The Kingston penitentigry has 
been investigated more than once, 
but to no purpose. For years there 
has been a squabble going on which 
has had more to do with political pap 
and religious bickerings than with’ 
the welfare of the convicts. By this 
time these bickerings should cease 
and an effort made to find out the 
truth. It is no easy task, because 
many a convict will refuse to tell 
what he knows, fearing that he will 
be punished by the officials after the 
Investigators get away, By the same 
token many a convict will le for the 
mere sake of lying, and do all he can 
to blacken the Institution. Not much 
rellance can be placed on the word 
of a convict, but the commission 
would have to do the best it could 
under the circumstances. 

The charge of inhumanity in deal- 
ing with prisoners, especially those 
who are dangerously Ill, is a charge 
under which no government should 
rest. This running sore of the Ports 
mouth prison should be healed, no 
suffer. Ontario 
leads the world in {ts humane treat- 
ment of the felon, but Ontario is not 
responsible for the scandal to which 
General Ross calls attention. The 
prison is jn Ontario, but under the 
control of the Dominion government. 
Premier Meighen, who heard Gen- 
eral Ross at Stirling on Wednesday 
last, should get a move on and glean 
up the mess.—Toronto World.

From Egypt 
to the walls of Hadrian they set alight potters’ fires that have never been 
ished. With the fall of the Raman Empire, pottery still peraisted, 
although modified by the communities of monks who, in later centuries, 
replaced the Roman legions as the. great civillzing influeace in Europe. 

- In the meantime Egypt and the Nearer East continued In a debased 
form the splendors of their glorious; past, and glared and painted powery 
ware was still made by traditional methods. . By the specimens in ‘exist- 
ence at the various museums it is known that at that time many interesting 
kinds of decorated pottery were made at Cairo, at Alexandria, at Damas- 
cus, and In Syria, at a time when all over Europe crocks of simple red or 
drab clay covered with green and yetow, lead glazes were the sole evidence 
of the potter's skill. 

With the era of Mohammedan conquests the potter's art -of the Oc- 
eldent reached its highest level, and the methods dnd knowledge of manu- 
facture, which were hitherto confined to Egypt and Syria, were spread from 
Spain to the south of France, and even to India. 

In the meantitie, the Chinese, the greatest race of potters the world 
has seen, were quietly gathering strength, until from thelr glazed hard- | 
fired pottery there emerged the marvellous translucent white porcelain, 
one of the wonders of the mediaeval: world. 

With the dawn of tho fifteenth century in all European countries there 
was rudely fashfoned decorated ware, In which can be traced the slow de- 
velopment of a native craft from the superposition of Roman methods on 
the primitive work of the peoples. The vessels manufactured were for 
use and not for show, and if glazed at all, only with rough, coarse lead- 
colored yellow or green, in no case above the level of the workmanship 
of the travelling brick or tilemaker. The finest expression of this native | 
style is to be found in the Gothic tile pavements of France, Germany and 
England, where all’the colors, are due to clays, and there is no approach 
to painting.

The Four Processes 


All primitive pottery, whether of ancient or modern times, has been 
made by the simplest methods and comprises four processes, namely, 
moulding. firing. glazing and coloring, although in the early stages of 
its development the rudest methods were employed and scarcely anything 
was known of glazing and coloring. The Egyptians adopted means similar 
to those of today to produce thelr wares. The clay dug from the earth's 
surface was prepared by beating and kneading with the hands or boards, 
and the mass well tempered with water. From this mass vessels were 
shaped by cutting out a ball and by building plece by piece and smoothing 
down one layer upon another. 

‘The potter’s wheel, although ancient, was a comparatively modern in- 
vention, arrived at independently by many races of men. In its simplest 
form it was a heavy disk pivoted on a central point to be set going by 
hand as the workman squatted on the ground, and it may still be seen to- 
day in India, Ceylon, China or'Japan. This form of potter’s wheel was the 
only one known until about the beginning of the Christian era, and then, 
in Egypt apparently, the improvement was Introduced of lengthening the 
spindle which carries the throwing wheel and mounting on it near the 
base a much larger disk which the potter could rotate with his feet, thus 
leaving the potter's handk free for the manipulation of the clay. 

No farther advance yras made in the wheel until the middle of the 
seventeenth century, when the wheel was spun by means of a cord worked 
over a pulley, and, although a steam-driven wheel was introduced with the 
advent of power mackeery in the middle of the nineté€nth century, this 
form of wheel still remains the best for the production of fine pottery. 
All that the potter does when the clay is soft Is to throw it on the wheel 
4 and set it aside to dry. When it has reached a certain consistency it is 
Bate carefully recentred on the wheel and turned down to the exact shape 
‘and polished to an even, smooth surface, Many of the early Greek vases 
on close examination show that they were “thrown’’ in separte sections, 
that fs, different pleces forming the whole were first molded. The filnish- 
ing caused the surface to appear even. The Chinese in many of their 
forms of péttery adopted or wore originators of the same idea and many 
of their forms save -two or three portions. In all ages the work of the 
thrower or presser has been largely supplemented by the modeler, who al- 
ters the shape and applies to it handles, spouts or other modeled acces- 
sories at will.

In 1867, the year of our 
confederation, a British court held 
that a friendly society, which was 


to the protection of the law in en- 
forcing a claim for debt.

The unions were 
even allowed to defend themselves 
against plunder. When in 1869 an 
information was laid against the 
secretary of a trades union for mis- 
appropriation of funds, the case 
was dismissed on the ground that 
the trades union was itself establish- 
ed for illegal purposes, and was not, 
stherefore, entitled to the protection 
of the law. 
| The status of women and children 
has been vastly improved during the 
lifetime of a man as old as Dr. Ab- 
bott. It fs difficult to realize today 
that no. longer ago than the boyhood 
of an old man there was almost no 
protection from the law for the child. 

Great progress has also been made 
in providing .educational facilities.

Prove the conditions of life. There 
has been much spiritual advance- 
iment, too, according to Dr. Abbott.

The Most Powerful 
Man in China 


Became Minister of War When the 
Manchu Emperor Was Dethron- J 


Tuan Chi-jui, whom Sir John Jor- 
dan, the late British Minister at Pe- 
king, described as “the most powér- 
ful man in China,” is now the great- 
est force behind the new troudle 
that has arisen in the country. Tuan 
is five feet In height and looks any- 
thing but a man with a military 
mind. With sharp, keen features 
and a little moustache, he is between 
50 and 60 years of age and a gen- 
eral of the old .regtme, who, apart 
from his soldiering abilities, is re- 
garded as one of the ablest men in 
the Celestial Empire. He graduat- 
éd at the Pel-yang Milltary School, 
of the Province of Anhu! and later 
became chief military adviser to 
Yuan Shi-kal, then Viceroy of Chihli. 
After that he became a great suprort- 
er of the Republican elements. 

He has had a rapid upward pro- 
gress in his military career. In 1906 
he was promoted a brigadier-gener- 
al anda year later he was leutenant- 

| seneral of the Chinese Bordered ‘Yel- 
slow Banner. In 1908 he was gener- 
{al commanding the Sixth Division of 
Lu-chun and two years later -he was 
commander-in-chiet at Kiang-peh. 
When Yuan became Premier of 
China, Tuan filled the office of Vice- 
roy of Hu-kuang Province and sub-| 
sequently took over command of th: 
Northern Army, which proved such 
a strong support to. Yuan’ when he 
became President of the Républic. 


}- Later Tuan was one of the lead- 


| 


the Manchu Emperor advising him 
to abdicate, and when the republic 
eventually came into being he assum- 
ed office as Minister of War. In 1913 
he was noniinated acting premier, 
and at the end of the year became 
military governor of Peking. He be- 


came Premier in 1916, resigned, and | ~ 


took up the office again in 1918. 

He has always been a great friend 
of the Allies, and fn an interview he 
gave to.a Daily Mail special corres- 
pondent fn June, 1919; he said: “I 
Dray that heaven may bless Great 
Britain’s arms.’” He also stated that 
he would like to train at least. 40,- 
900 or 50,000 troops, but financial 
diMculties prevented him from doing

About the middle of 1755 the old 
Priory or medimral Abbey, which 
stood at the south-western corner of 
the existing Abbey at Bath, was pull- 
ed down to - give place to a suite of 
baths for the Duke of Kingston. . In 
removing the foundations, a number 
of stone coffins were found, and, on 
sinking further, the hot mineral wa- 
ter gushed forth and interrupted the 
work. The site being drained, Rom. 
an masonry was disclosed, and sub- 
sequently a number of baths and su- 
datories. That there lay buried still 
further remalns of what must have 
bees an extensive Roman bathing 
ester. indications were unmistak- 
able. The rectangular - ba now 
commonly known as the Lucaa bath, 
Was uncovered, and at elther end of 
it a semi-circular deep bath, entered 
by seven steps. The sudatories lay 
on the eastern side, together with a 
number of square baths and other 
apartments which apparently bath- 
ers used preparatory to entering the 
hot chambers. Some of these rooms 
were paved with flag stones, others 
were beautifully treated with verious 
colored tesserm, 

Excavations .were not then pur- 
sued; other buildings were quickly 
erected over the site, and during the 


next hundred years no attention w; 
given to the place, Pa 
Tt_was the year 1878 that fmarled 


the most Important epoch in the re- 
discovery of the baths. Enginecring 
works were at that time undertaken 
to remedy a leakage from the prin- 
cipal spring, and it was discovered 
that from this leakage the Kingston 
Baths, then in private hands, derived 
the whole of thelr supply. Interrup- 
jtons ensued, but the. Corporation en- 
forced their rights in respect to the 
water escaping from the King’s 
spring, and the draining of the site 
ang other necessary works proceed- 
jed. It was then perceived that the 
foundations of a number of the mod-
